To his Excellency E. N. Conway, 
Governor of Arkansas: 

Sm- 一 By an act of the last session of the Legislature the sum 
of thirty-seven thousand dollars was appropriated for sundry 
improvements in this prison; and as we became the contrac- 
tors with the proper authorities, for making said improvements, 
and to keep the prison, we beg leave to lay before you the fol- 
lowing summary of the progress of the prison for the last two 
years, and its present condition. ۱ 

In accordance with the requirements of said. contract, we beg 
to inform you that we have added 5 feet-to the stone wall that 
encloses the premises, brought it to a regular grade, and capped 
it with sawed stone, two feet wide and six inches thick, which 
gives. it the appearance of à finished piece of masonry, ‘and ren- 
dersit much more safe and efficient; we have built the wall of the | 
main building five feet higher—added another row of windows 
with iron gratings, sealed the whole building over head, com- 
plete, and covered it with slate. We have built eighty-four good 
and substantial cells, with stone foundations, brick walls and 
iron grating door. We have built a new hospital building, sixty 
by, twenty-five feet, with stone foundation, and brick walls 
twenty-five feet high—two stories, the first story is divided into 
two rooms, one used for a mess or eating room for the convicts, 
and the other room for a kitchen; and above these rooms, in the 
second story, is the hospital room. 


We have sealed the hospital over head, and covered the

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whole building with slate. We have built a new smoke-house 
twenty by twenty feet, with stone foundation, briek walls, 
twenty-five feet high and covered with slate. We have built a 
black-smith shop, seventy-five by thirty-five feet, with stone 
foundation, brick walls twelve feet high, and covered it with 
slate. 

Without being required to do so, by our contract, we have 
built three good and substantial frame guard houses, that we 
deemed to be necessary, upon the top of the wall enclosing the | 
penitentiary buildings. 

Around the roofs of the large work shop, the main building 
and the hospital building we have placed substantial tin gutters, 
with pipes to carry off the rain water. 

All the above work we have endeavored to do i in the most 
substantial and workmanlike manner, which we hope will re- 
ceive your approval. For any further particulars, we most re- 
spectfully réfer you to the report of your agent and inspector, 
Dr. Samuel H. Webb. We hope it will not be considered 
irrelevant for us to submit à few remarks to your excellency, 
dictated by close observation and practical experience, in re- 
spect to the present condition and future welfare of the iustitu- 
tion: 

First, as the kitchen is necessarily, at present, compelled to 
be in one end of the hospital building, on the ground floor, the 
steam arising from the stove and furnace renders the hospital 
entirely too hot. The space occupied by the kitchen leaves the 
mess or eating room too small for even the present number of 
prisoners. We would, therefore, take the liberty of suggesting 
an addition to the hospital bailding of another building, about 
sixty feet long, of the same width and heighih, with a partition 
wall ranning up to the roof, one end of which to be used for the 
kitchen, and the other ‘end to contain cells on the ground floor 
for female convicts, at night, and the second story for female 
convicts to work in during the day. There is no suitable place 
for female convicts at present, should any be sent. It must be 
apparent that a building should be erected to receive and se- 
curely retain them apart from other convicts 

secondly, we would suggest a large cistern, say twenty feet 
wide and fourteen feet deep, which would furnish 2 large sup- 
ply of water, and can be built for one thousand dollars, which 
would be but a trifling amount in con pagson to the incalcula- 
ble benefit it would be in case of a fire, from which the prison 
has twice suffered, causing losses of many thousands of dollars 
to the state. | 

Lastly, we would again, and cannot too earnestly urge the 
necessity of building a “warden or keeper's house,” asthe com- 
fort and safety of the place demand the almost constant pre- 
sence of that officer. : | 

The general health of the prison has been as good as we

. past two Years; so small a bill of mortality, and the prevalence 
ot many troublesome complaints, arising from confinement, and 
the dampness of thé new cells, in which we were, compelled to

2 Lirtte Rock, ARKANSAS, 
October o 1858, 
Messrs. GEORGE & ROBINS: 

Gentlemen—In presenting another biennial report of the 
condition of the health of the inmates of the Arkansas State 
Prison, I have the pleasure of saying, that since my last report, 
the convicts under your charge have enjoyed an entire immu- 
nity from all epidemics, and have suffered from few injuries or 
casualties of a serious nature. 

Five deaths have occurred from chronic diseases, and one 
from apoplexy; but since the completion of the hospital, 29th 
of June, 1857, no death has occurred in the establishment. 

The hospital, which has been completed within the past two 
years, has admirably answered the purposes for which it was 
intended. The present improved condition of the health of 
the convicts, is in a great measure attributable to this improve- 
ment, by affording increased facilities of ventillation, cleanli- 


ness and nursing; and the comfort of sick, and the sanitary 


purposes of the building: will still be greatly improved by 
removing the cook-house entirely from the hospital building, 


or by extending the whole building about thirty feet, so as to 


remove the sick entirely from the heat and effluvia of the cook- 
ing stoves. ۱ - 

The many changes and alterations in the prison, since my 
last report, have added much to the convenience of the officers, 
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and a decided improvement in the general condition, appear- 
ance, and behavior of the convicts. There are a number of 
prisoners now in the penitentiary, who came there with viciated 
constitutions, and chronic diseases, contracted by former bad 
habits, and long confinement in the jails of the counties, who 
are now in robust health and capable of performing useful 
labor. 

I am pleased to say that during the six years that I have been 
the attending physician of the institution, I have never had to 
complain of the want of facilities, and have always received 
the willing co-operation of the contractors and officers. The 
sick have been treated with kindness and care, and whatever 1 
have suggested for their comfort or recovery, has been abund- 
antly and willingly supplied, and the sick have uniformly mani- 
fested a cheerful obedience to the rules and requirements of 
the institution.
